for this, and upon Examination our Prayers 
will be found more beneficial and expedient 
for Publick Worfhip, than Extempore Pray- 
ers, ( which is irs felt a Form to the People ) 
for while we are conlidering, if we can with 
Faith offer up a Petition, we are more than 
probable to lofe two or three, and io make 
our Prayers very confufed ; whereas the 
Prayers of the Charch are compofed and fic- 
ted for all Conditions, and raife the Soul to 
a higher Senfe of our Wants, the Affoffici- 
eacy of our Maker, and leave us more at 
leifure to keep our Affections. 

That its being a Form hinders Praying by 
the Spirit, we ouly refer its Accufers to the 
Old and New Teitaments, for Chrift caught 
his Ditciplesa Form: The fews had a Pub- 
lick Form of Worfhip, and both Eaft and 
Weftern Chriftians, Romifh and Reformed, 
ufe Forimsin Pubsick, and do none of thefe 
Pray by the Spirit ¢ Surely whofoever is af- 
fected with his own Indigency, acknowledg- 
cs his Makers Power and Goodneis, and hear- 
tily deluccs what he asks, Prays by the Spirit 
tho’ the words be a Form. 

We mult with grief Confefs, that a great 
part of thofe thet frequent our Prayers put 
too yreat a Strels on a Publick Devotion, 
aud thinking that fufficient, they difregard 
their Converiation, and make too light of 
private Duties, and if the Lives of thefe on- 
ly are examined, our Adverfaries have fome 
appeatance of Realon for their Cenfure. But 
the many Examples of Sincere Chriftians, 
(which daily prefent ’emfelves at Morning 
and Eveuing-Service ) that make Confcience 
of their A€tions, and are fenfible ’tis their 
highelt Happineis, they can often appear 
before God, whofe Experience hath taught 
em they've a Father that’s wonderfully ten- 
der of them, that’s pleafed to accept of their 
imperfect Petitions, and returns gracious An- 
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{wers above expectation, who will not affig 


his Children but for their Benefit, and wij | 


give Ear unto their broken Praifes ; fic 
therefore that are convinced of his Goodness, 
and how bafe and ungratetal they fhou’d by | 
to offend fo good a God, will not negieg 
any known Duty, or commit a krowa Sin, 
which it muft needs be to approve by their 
Praétice of that Worfhip, which deitroys Sip. 
cerity, and degenerates into Foimalicy,
